Thefe are generally the out-cries made againft us, every whereT 
comes even among the unlearned and ignorant, as well as the skilful 
and ingenious : Never contidering.that {ome perfons (initead of con. 
fulting the Stars in the Heavens ) confulted with the Angels on 
Barth onely. And indeed, had but thofe over-hafty perfons been 
pleated to have adventured a fmall Portion of their pains and pa- 
ticiice , to that they loft, and infpected the matter but a little more 
warily, they might quickly have found what their too fudden pailions

others, who wrote that year, except that onely one {ingle perfon 
before {poken of, who was accounted Princeps,the chief of us.

ing ina difcontented fort of perfons,the dregs of malice and fury,and —ea 
they willenaeavour to tour out the vials of their wrathumeu upon 
Princes and Governaurs. And a little after: Many one Scan- 
dals, Difgraces, Prodigious Infultations,and Reproaches againft Per fons of 
Superiour degrees Nay y the very month in whitch the Mutation hap. 
pened, viz. April, inmy Difcourfe upon the Moons Eclipfe, I fay, 
At portends —— many Seditions,Rumours, and Dijcontents,&c. And 
in my judgment on the great Eclipfe of the Sun in Scorpio, fay, Fupi- 
ter his being in Quartile of Mars, and Sol, - Secretly whifpers unto 
me fome fubtil Plot and contrivance againft thofe who turn the Helm of 
affairs in this Nation. 

Well! but fay the Antagonifts, Although thefe Prefaces do relate 
to a Chafm or Diflertlement in the Government 3 and it be true, that 
Governours were difgraced, &c. yet, nothing that is here urged, de- 
notes the downfal of a {ingle Perfon or Governour: And What ( fay 
they) can any Aftrologer (tor the reputation and Honour of his Art) 
anfwer to this ? 

For an{wer to this Objection, let thofe that are big with it, perufe 
what .( in my Predictions of the Suns Eclipfe ) I obferve from Auton: 
Guiff: de Eclipfib: jolt 24.vigeemmmmnmmmT hat the prefent Ruler fhall be- 
come odious, and be had 1 low efteem of all men, by reafon of bis inaétivity 
and remiffnef?, (and it fometimes threatens the depofing of bint.) ——xmame 
And immediately I fubjoyn, I pray God that thefe words may 
not effectually {peak Englifh to this Britifh Ifle,&c.
